Threats! of a Bloody Race War in Fayette 
_ County, West Virginia. 
Wurm, W. Va., Sept. 1.—Thereis a good 
deal ot in xiety over the news of the threat- 
ened rage war in the New river valley, Fay- 
ette county. Information from ‘the 
scene of the threatened trouble 
guite meager, but is of such a 
pature as to give rise to fears that a serious 
ach of the peace will occur. The trouble 
seems to have had its origin Friday evening, 
when a negro went into the store of Beary, 
Coover & Co. at Echo, and, brandishing a 
cluo, threatened to do up the entire force 
of employés. All efforts to pacify him were 
futile, and one of the clerks, after re- 
ceiving a biow’. from the club, 
drew arevolver and shot the negro, killing 
him instantly.

blance of respect for the ordinance. Side 
doors which gave a full view of the interior 
of the saloon were ostentatiously open. 

The curtains of the front doors were partly 
raised, or were hung so low as to permit the 
passers-by to watch the thirsty drinkers re- 
fregh thémselves. In many cases the doors 
were wide open, and in most instances the 
latch was raised so that the door yielded to 
the slightest pressure. There was hardly a 
pretense, except in a few large places, of cur- 
taining the windows or screering them in 
any way. Various devices were resorted to 
in various places to indicate that the drinker 
could have his grog by applying insfde. 

Along Soutb Clark street there were ‘can- 
vas signs to the effect that fresh beer of vari- 
ous kiuds was on draught all day and every 
day of the week. Towards evening the 
transparencies in front of the saloons were 
lighted half an hour before the usual time. 
The lamps lighting the entrance to the base- 
ment saloons were also called into requisi- 
tion early, and the front windows of all the 
places were more brilliantly Jighted than dur- 
ing the other.evenings of the week. 


ALONG CLARK AND RANDOLPH STREETS. 
Along Clark street and Randolph street the 
saloons with restaurant attachments were 
run wide open, or at least the wideopenness 
was thinly disguised. Heffron’s saloon, on 
Randolph street, near State, had the side 
door open, displaying the bar to good advan- 
tage, Two lagerbeer places across the way, 
Fahrig’s und Phelps & Enright’s, had no cur- 
tains on tne windows and the door curtains 
were pulled aside. At Mueller’s and Koch’s, 
on the south side of Randolph street, west of 
Dearborn, the bar could be easily seen from 
the street. 3 

The Union beerhall and restaurant had 
only screen doors. The view of the bar was 
not obstructed. Tom Moran and the Sher- 
man house proprietor appeared to be the 
only persons who complied strictly with the 
law. The saloons north of Lake street 
on the west side of Clark street had their 
doors ajar. Corcoran & Davies’, right oppo- 
site the police headquarters, was run on the 
wide open principle. The side door was 
open. So was the front door. The excuse in 
this case is that the front part of the saloon 
is a railroad ticketoffice. Two swinging 
gidss halfdoors divide the saloon from the 
ticketoffice. Tuose doors only advertize the 
saloon with. At Berry’s saloon, a few 
doors south in the basement, the curtains. 
were neatly arranged so as to exhibit the bar 
within. At Hankins’ the curtain was partly 
drawn aside. Further down the street, 28 
of Adams street, the doors ing to 
nah & Hogg’s saloon were wide open. 
front part is used as a grocery store. This 
afforded an excuse for the wide open policy. 

Mat Welsh’s saloon et Clark ahd Van Bu. 
ren streets has a side door open on Clark 
street. Two half screen doors! partly ob 
structed the view of his bar. s an- 
nouncing fresh beer on draught stood at the 
corner entrance. 
John Welsh, who runs a saloon further 
down, announced “fresh beer and free 
lunch“ every day of the week; and so it 
went. Giovanni, an Italian, ran his ver- 
mouth and beershop on the wid@-vpen prin- 
ciple. Capt. Conners ran his place with one 
half the door open. 

Walker's * saloon in the basement of 
Van Buren and Clark streets was wide open. 
The levee saloons were nearly all wide open 
and filled with men and women in a boister- 
ous state of semi intoxication. Nobody 
seemed to have any respect for the order and 
the policemen were seemingly oblivious of 
its existence. 

ON THE NORTH SIDE. 

The north side saloons made a feeble at- 
tempt to observe the new police regulations. 
While but few openly disobeyed the order, 
nearly all were lax in carrying out its pro- 
visions, 
Joseph Lauterbach’s saloon at No. 20 North 
State street had no curtains at all. Sunday 
was the same as any other day to Mr. Lauter- 
bach. 
Ald. McCormick had a curtain on only 
one of the doors to his saloon at No. 61 
North Clark, and the door that had the 
curtain stood open. Hugh McGuire’s place, 
No, 211 North Clark street, was open.

A Substantial Increase in Business and a 
More Confident Feefing. 

New Orteans, La., Sept. 1.— Special.! — 
Compilations of commercial statistics for the 
last business year show a substantial in- 
crease over former years, and the’ presence 
in all branches of trade of a contidence and 
firm feeling that have not existed since the 
year before the war. The principal cause of 
this satisfactory condition of affairs, says 
the Picayune, is to be found in the large 
yields of the staple crops.

but thus far in vain. Chinese engineering 

skill is apparently unable to cope with the 
forces of nature. Millions of people have 
perished in its waters during the last cent- 
ury, and still the work of devastation goes 
on. Within the last month typhoons and 
earthquakes in Chins and Japan have swept 
away nearly 20,000 more victims. 

Meanwhile famine is raging in many varts 
of China in spite of the efforts of the mission- 
aries and the government to relieve it, and 
thousands more are dying. There are three 
causes of famine in China; first, frequent 
droughts; second, inundations; and third, 
the indirect cause of the absence of cheap 
and rapid communication for conveying food 
supplies from the seashore to the famine in- 
fected districts. Against drought the people, 
of course, are helpless. So far as inundations | 
are concerned, however, they are prevent- 
able, but unfortunately the Chinese govera- 
ment has no means which it can use. The 
Chinese Times, reviewing the ravages of the 
famine, says: 


River cohservancy requires an imperial organ- 
ization, supplied with ampie funds and served by 
a highly competent staff, desiderata which the 
Chinese government is at present incapable of 
attaming. Consequently, they must go on the 
hand-to-mouth system to which they"have been 
accustomed, patching up, now here and now 
there, as embankments give way, and spending 
in the end much larger sums than woul be re- 
quireu to place the waterways of the empire 
once for all in a state of safety. This waste must 
continue, and the arabie land periodically ruined 
from the north to the south. There is no help 
for it. Neither can drought be prevented. So the 
two immediate causes of famine are practically 
irremediable.

declaration as to the necess of a frequent 
recurrence to fundamen principles is 
joined to an averment that fhe blessings of 
tree government can only maintained by 
a firm adherence to justice, Pderation, tem- 
perance, frugality, and vie.“ A notice- 
able and somewhat surprisg@ declaration is 
that which provides that#no distinction 
shall ever be made by law @tween resident 
aliens and citizens in refer@re to the posses- 
sion, enjoyment of, or d t of property.“

$200 the Governor cannot act except upon 
ths recommendation of a board of pardons 
consisting of the presidimg judge, Secretary 
of State, and Attorney General. The Gov- 
ernor must report to the legisiature all par- 
dons grauted and the reasons therefor. The 
constitution, however, giyes the Governor 
the usual veto power and extends it to the 
disappreval of items in appropriation oil is. 
Forfeiture of the right to hold office is made 
the penalty for any Governor who receives a 
bribe or gives, offers, or promises his official 
influence in consideration that any member 
of the legisiature shall yote for or against 
any measure. The same penalty is provided 
for a Governor who for a xe purpose shall 
offer to appoint any person toany office cre- 
ated or thereafter to be created. Similar pre- 
cautions are taken against attempts by the 
Governor to influence members of the legis- 
lature by threatening the use of the veto 
power or the removal of persons from office.

cession of interesting discoveries during his 
stay atthis place, but that when he left 
Illahun at the end of May he had not yet suc 
eceded in finding the entrance to his 
pyramid. Like the pyramid of Amenemhat 
II., it will have to stand over till a second 
season. The site of we pyramid chapel and 
the shattered remains of a shrine adjoining 
the pyramid have, however, yielded many 
fragments of the cartouches and ‘Ka-name’ 
of Usertesen III., thus conclusively prov- 
ing this group of buildings to 
be the work of the ~- grandfather 
of Amenemhat. As at Dashur, the pyramid 
chapel stands on the edge of the desert, half 
a mile distant from the east face of the pyr- 
amid to which it belongs. Its position 1s. de- 
fined by a large square area containing a 
deep bed of limestone chips, among which 
have been found innumerable scraps of fine 
scuipture and beautifuliy painted hiero- 
glyphs. The 3 walls are still trace- 
able. Granite, as weil as limestone, was em- 
pores in the superstructure; but Mr. Petrie 

as found evidence to show that the place 
was pulled to pieces in the time of Rameses 
II., and the granite removed to build a 
sanctuary at Heracleopolis (Abnasel-Medi- 


net). 
A SIXTH CENTURY CEMETERY. 

% Founded by Usertesen II. about B. C. 
2960 and razed to the ground by Rameses II. 
some 1,500 years later, it was the strange 
fortune of this ancient site to be used for a 
christian cemetery during the fifth and sixth 
centuries of ourera. In excavating the bed 
of chips Mr. Petrie came upon aseries of in- 
terments (dated in ove instance by a coin of 
Heraciius), which, like other recently dis- 
covered cemeteries of late periods, proved to 
be rich in textile treasures. Owing to the 
extreme dryness of the spot these Illahun 
specimens are in a state of ad- 
mirable preservation, many being still 

uite sound, and even wearable. Like the 

ead of the Exbmeem and Hawara burial 
grounds, the pious Copts here laid to rest 
were clad each ‘in his habit as he lived,’ and 
he possessed. 
One especially sumptuotis garment of a thick 
and ‘fine woolen material is described as bav- 
ing broad purple bands woven on a green 
— — the purpie bands being elegantly em- 

roidered by hand with white thread, Round 
the neck, sleeves, and hem it is trimmed with 
a broad red band, also embroidered with 
wülte thread, the effect being singularly rich 
and harmonious. Nor was this all. ren 
as it looked, the site had yet more secrets to 
disclose. ' 

“Below the christian graves, below the 
lowest layer of limestone chips, in a square 
hole sunk in the rockbed of the desert, Mr. 
Petrie discovered the foundation deposits of 


Usertesen II. This hole, cut just in the center 


of the temple area and fitted with a square 
block, attracted his attention. He removed 
the biock, not without difficulty, and found 
another below it, the first being about fifteen 
inches thick and the second one foot. Both 
were cut with rope grooves for lowering 
into place. The second block being 
extracted, there appeared a bed of 
mixed sand and stone flakes about a 
foot in depth, and below this again a mass of 
smashed pottery, 4 pairs of sandstone corn 
rubbers, 8 bronze knives with pointed blades, 


8 with ordinary blades, 4 smaii chisels, 4 


large chisels, 4 bar chisels, 4 ax heads, 4 
pieces of ore, and 12 strings of exquisite 
carnelian beads, uniform in size and color, 
and of the richest translucent red. The 
threads have long since rotted away, but the 
beads lay in lines upon the sand at the bot- 
tom of the hole, like rows of red currants. 

“Their presence is inexplicable, unless 
such beads were recognized articles of bar- 
ter, requiring a fixed amount of labor to pro- 
duce them, as gold does now. Beads being 
still objects of African barter may point to 
this, and these may be the earliest examples 
of bead money yet discovered. Or, again, 
some mystic meaning may have attached 
to beads which wholly escapes us. It 
is altogether most strange, especially 
for such a giorious period as the Twelfth 
dynasty. Here we have the constant 
element of the corn rubbers, also the model 
tools, hitherto found only in Ptolemaic de- 

osits, none being found with deposits of the 

wenty-sixth dynasty, and deposits of the 
Eighteenth and Nineteenth dynasties con- 
taining full sized tools, with inscriptions. 
Here are no plaques of any material, no iu- 
scribed objects, no mortars, no bones of sac- 
rifice—only these puzzling strings of: beads. 
The ores are three specimens of earthy car- 
bonate of copper and one of sulphide of zinc 
or tin, probably the latter. If so, it will be 
of great interest ta identify the site of such 
ore, as showing whence the Egyptians got 
their tin at that early date. ‘ 

A CITY OF THE TWELFTH DYNASTY. 

„% Adjoining and built square with the pyra- 
mid temple are the remains of a town of the 
satne period. Inclosed in a boundary wail, 
this little town is symmetrically laid out in 
parallel rows of storehouses and chambers, 
the chambers being planned to round num- 
bers of cubic measurements, as 2x5, 4x3, 
and the like. The whole was quite evi- 
dently built at one time, and was in all like- 
lihood destined for the architects, art- 
ists, workmen, and officials employed 
in the construction of the temple and pyra- 
mid. Rows of chambers somewhat similar- 
ly built and supposed to be workmen’s 
quarters are found elsewhere, and notabl 
near the great period of Ghizeh. No previou 
traveler seems to have visited the ruins of 
this interesting little settlement at Illaufin, 
and even the Arabs do not appear to have 
plundered it. That the chambers. were occu- 


pied in the first instance by workmen is 


proved by the discovery of masons’ tools in 
some and carpenters’ tools and piasterers’ 
tools in others. These probably migrated 
when the pyramid and temple were com- 
pleted, but the town continued to in- 
habited, apparently by a mixed population, 
down to the beginning of the Thirteenth

The cemetery, however, like the 
cemetery of thé Twelfth dynasty settlement 
at Illahun, continued to bein use long after 
the town had ceased to be inbabited, Mr. 
Petrie having there exhumed mummies of 
many different ages from the Rameside to 
the Ptolemaic period. :

** But all the rest of Mr. Petrie’s discoveries 
of the present season, including even his har- 
vest of Twelfth dynasty papyri, fade in com- 
parison with the interest of a series of most 
extraordinary alphabetic signs incised upon 
pottery of the tweifth dynasty at the little 
settiement of Illanun, and upon pottery 


at Tel Gurob. The pottery of the Illahun 
settlement, as already stated, is sui generis 
and decorated with patterns imitating 
basket work. The Tel Gurob 

rtiv of the Cypriote and partly of the 

ycensean types, The styles of the two 
towns are as distinct as the periods to 
which they belonged. The characters m- 
cised upon them have, however, this much 
in common—that they are neither hieroglyph- 
ic nor hieratic. In a word, they are not 


Greek. Moreover the signs traced on the 
Twelfth dynasty ttery are distinctly 
Cypriote, while Phoenician also is found upon 
the later pottery of Tel Gurob. This reve- 
lation will not ap so incredible to 
Egyptologists as to Greek scholars, the pres- 


ence of 2 Greeks in Kgypt being re- 
corded as edriy as the time of a King of the 
, Twelfth dynasty. But that these prehistoric 

islanders should have settled in a little town 
of the Fiyum in the time of the Usertesens 
and Amenemhats, bringing with them at 
that remote date the rudiments of the Cy- 
vriote and pérhaps alsc of the Phoenician 
alphabets, may well surprise not only clas- 
sical but oriental scholars,
